WEW YORK(AFP) - Mdlions 
□f people in tlie United States 
hunkered down yesterday in 
anticipation of bmtal weatlier 
fi'Dm a dangerous Arctic blast 
that send temperatures plum¬ 
meting to their coldest in 2Q 
yeai's 

The northeast of the coun- 
tiy and paits of Canada have 
been in the grip of crippling 
heavy snow and deadly sub¬ 
zero temperatures since the 
turn of tlie year and tlie deep 
freeze is now nppiiig through 
the US Midwest and threaten¬ 
ing usually bahny areas further 
south 

The wind chill fi’om the rai’e 
“polar vortex' could make it 
feel as cold as -60 Fahrenheit 
(-51 Celsius) m places, wea- 


tlier forecasters say, promptmg 
authorities in several towns 
and cities to issue wai'nings 
telling people to stay indoors 
and even stock up on food. 

In such extreme cold, ex¬ 
posed skin would suffer fi’ost- 
bite in as little as five minutes, 
experts have cautioned. 

The Mational Weather Ser¬ 
vice described tlie frigid tem¬ 
peratures as 'life-tlii'eatemng." 

Several weather waiiiings 
were m place across more tlian 
half of the United States, in¬ 
cluding for hkzzards, gales and 
flooding. 

The Weather Channel said 
tlie country should be prepared 
for an imminent "blast of bru¬ 
tally cold air" that would buffet 
some states until tomorrow.

ORANJESTAD - New Year 
IS a chance for new begin- 
mngs What is true of the 
world in general is also tiTie of 
tourism. Tire tourism industry 
does not live apart from the 
rest of the world. It is deeply 
attached to the economy's un- 
duJations, sensitive to issues of 
security, and can be impacted 
by a ho St of unexpected events, 
ranging from a health crisis to 
a natural disaster. Certainly 
201J had its successes and 
challengeE and we can expect 
that 2014 may offer more of 
the same. Although no one 
can predict the state of tire 
world tlrroughout 2014, here 
are some trends that tourism 
specialisls and professionals 
may want to watch. 

1. Tlre state of the economy 
Tourism is Inglrly dependent 
on econoinic trends. In the lat¬ 
ter half of the twentieth cen¬ 
tury and the £rst decade of the 
twenty-frrSt century, tounsm 
markebng has placed its em¬ 
phasis Dir the middle class mar¬ 
ket. To a great extent tlris 
as sump bon was In glrly lo gi cal 
The middle class forirrs the 
lai'gest travel groups and it is 
only moderately demanding. 

2. Sociologically, tourism 
customers tend to be forgiving 
of tounsm nristakes and some¬ 
what tolerant of less than per¬ 
fect customer service. The 
middle class is perhaps dre 
most vulnerable to econonric 
Irighs and lows and tends to be 
tire class that most easily pa¬ 
nics dunng a downturn. Be¬ 
cause the middle class often 
buys on credit, the cost of 
credit will have a maj or impact 
on Its ability atrd willingiress to 
purchase what appeal's to it to 
be non-essential services. On a 
positive note, in many of tire 
developing economies tliere is 
a rising middle class, and these 
new middle classes appear to 
be following the same socio¬ 
logical patters as the iruddle 
classes in the more traditio¬ 
nally established economies 
Tounsm marketers and profes¬ 
sionals then would do well to 
be alert to the following eco¬ 
nomic trends. 

a. Track the cost of credit 
Because so much of tire middle 
class' purchases for expen¬ 
dable items IS dependent on 
credit, it IS essential to track 
the trends in credit. If interest 
rates nse, then irriddle class 
purchases become more ex¬ 
pensive. ^.Vhen interest rates 
fall, the sairre item or service 
becomes less expensive 

b. Watch and understmrd set 
costs tlrat impact the nriddle 
class. Tlie middle class must 
live on some fomr of budget. 
That means friat if there is a 


major nse in taxes or other re¬ 
quired seivices, the middle 
dass may tend to hold back on 
what it considers luxury items 
For example, m the United 
States rightnowtlrere is doubt 
as to what the cost of health 
care will be in 2D14. Should 
the cost go down, tlien, psy¬ 
ch ologi erf ly tire puhhe's will¬ 
ingness to travel may nse 
(assuming aU else being the 
same}. Ehould health care 
costs, however, spiral; then the 
tounsm industiy may suffer. 

c. Pay attenbon to tire stock 
mai'kets around the world 
When the stock markets tend 
to rise, many people feel 
werftiuer and ai'e more willing 
to spend money The opposite 
IS true of a falling market 
Note that the psychological 
macro impact is not coimected 
to an individual's personal 
we rfth. M emb er s o f tti e mi d- 
dle class tend to spend money 
as influenced by macro rather 
tlran micro trends. 


i. 'What IS tme of tire 
middle class is not necessarily 
tine for otlrer econonric 
classes. Although the lower 
economic classes do not do a 
lot of pleasure travel, those m 
tire upper classes tend to he 
less economically dependent 
regarding 1 etsure bavel. Th o se 
who form part of the upper 
sbata of society, however, tend 
to be more demanding and ex¬ 
pect an ever-greater number of 
seii/ices. Members of this co¬ 
hort rarely believe mai'ketmg 
Marketing has an inverse rela¬ 


tionship to wealth and educa¬ 
tion Tlius, weal tin er and bet¬ 
ter educated people tend to pay 
less attention to printed or tel¬ 
evised m arkebn g tlran do tho se 
who are frrmly in the middle 
classes of a society. 

4. Issues of Security. Visi¬ 
tors and tounsm, on tlie whole, 
are security sensitive. Tlie 
coming year will present 
tourism secunty specialists 
with any number of chal¬ 
lenges. Aiuong these are: 

XI. Terronsm has not dimi¬ 
nished but rather mutated. 
Single cell terrorism groups 
will increase tlieir threat to the 
tourism industry and will be 
harder than ever to detect. 

b. 2D 14 will see a number 
of major and mega events. 
Among these aie Soccer's 
World Cup. These games will 
occur tlrroughout Brazil and 
that nation will have to he vi¬ 
gilant regarding both acts of 
terrorism and acts of random 


c. Tounsm Policing Forces 
(TOPPs) around the world will 
be more needed than ever. If 
secunty persoimel can con¬ 
vince mai'keters of tlie impor¬ 
tance of TOPPs units then 
tliese force5 may help to create 
a dent in international crimes 
against tourists. I£ however, 
these forces remain under¬ 
funded then additional prob¬ 
lems may occur.

Francis said he would hold 
an ■ecumenical meeting with 
all the representatives of the 
Clmstian Churches in 
JeniSalem" at the Church of 
the Holy Sepulclire in east 
Jeiusalem, winch encloses tire 
sites where Jesus is believed to 


have been crucified, buried 
and resun'ected. 

Among those attendmg, he 
said, would be tlie cuirent pa¬ 
triarch of Constantmople, 
Bailholomew. 

The assembly of Catholic 
bishops in the Holy Land 
warmly welcomed the an¬ 
nouncement, expressing confi¬ 
dence that the tnp would not 
be only an mternational event, 
but "mainly a message of love 
and brotlierhood to all" those 
living in the countries Francis 
visits. 

And tliey underlined that 
the meeting with Patriarch 


Bartholomew would arm to

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3D-printed components flown in British Magma clue to Earth's super¬ 
fighter jet volcanoes

LONDON (AFP) - A Tor¬ 
nado fighter jet fitted witli 
metal components created on 
a 3D printer undertook a siic- 
oessfLil test flight in Britain

BAE Systems said Sunday. 

Tlie plane was equipped 
with a 3D-pnnted protective 
cover for the cockpit radio, a 
protective guard in tlie land¬ 
ing gear and support struts on 


the air intake door, tire Bntish 
hmi said. 

The announcement fol¬ 
lows NASA's successful test 
of a 3D-pnnted rocket engine 
component in August last 
year, as aerospace companies 
seek cheaper and quicker 
ways to manufacture engi¬ 
neering parts. 

" You are suddenly not 
fixed in terms of where you 
have to manufacture these 


tilings/ said Mike Murray, 
Head of Airframe Integration 
at BAE Systems, announcing 
the successfLil test flight at 
the firm's airfield in Warton, 
northwest England. 

"You can manufacture 
the products and whatever 
base you want, providing 
you can get a machine there, 
which means you can also 
start to support other plat¬ 
forms such as ships and air¬ 
craft carriers. 

"And if it's feasible to get 
machines out on tlie fi'ont 
line, it also gives improved 
capability where we wouldn't 
traditionally have any manu- 
factunng support." 

BAE said some of the 
parts — produced at a Royal 
Air Force base in eastern 
England -- cost less tlian 
£1D0 ($ld5, no euros) to 
manufacture, and had the p o- 
tential to save hundreds of 
thousands of pounds every 
year, witliout giving details. 


PAP.IS (AFP) - Geologists on 
Sunday reported insights into 
super-volcanoes, the brood¬ 
ing, enigmatic giants of 
Earth's crust whose eruptions 
are as catastroplnc as they are 
rare. 

The buoyancy of molten 
rock, or magma, is tlie key 
explanation as to why these 
monsters blowtlieir stack, ac¬ 
cording to the report in the 
journal Nature Geoscience. 

Super-volcanoes include 
Yellowstone, in the US state 
of Wyoming, which spewed 
out more than 1,D00 cubic 
kilometres (340 cubic miles) 
of ash and rock when it last 
erupted about dDO,ODO years 
ago. 

Events of tins kind can 
chill the planet's surface by 
up to ID degrees Celsius (18 
degrees Fahrenheit) for a 
decade or more because the 
ash, carried into the strato¬ 
sphere, reflects sunlight, ac¬ 
cording to a 2005 study 


By camparison, the 
biggest volcanic eruption of 
the last quarter-centLiry was 
that of the Plnlippines vol¬ 
cano Pinatubo in 1991, 
which discharged a relatively 
puny ID cubic kilometres 
(2.4 cubic miles). 

In conventional volca¬ 
noes, activity is determined 
by the size of the magma 
chamber, meaning tlie rocky 
vault below the volcano, the 
investigations found 

Relatively small in vol¬ 
ume, the chamber in conven¬ 
tional volcanoes is 
replenished regularly by 
bursts of upwelling magma, 
which IS expelled in moder¬ 
ate amounts when the pres¬ 
sure becomes too much. 

D ensi ty a f m agma 
But in super-volcanoes, 
the magma chamber is sim¬ 
ply too big to be pressurised 
by magma injections alone. 
In these leviatlians, what 
happens is that a buoyant 
kind of magma steadily accu¬ 
mulates in the chamber 
Like a kettle, the chamber 
IS initially strong enough to 
resist tlie pressure but even¬ 
tually breaks apart in a cata¬ 
clysmic discharge. 

"Until now, nobody had 
measured the density of the 
magma that is present m the 
magma chambers of super- 
volcanoes," EZH'sWimMal- 
fait said m an email exchange 
with AFP. 

The density is important, 
he explained, "because 
magma is less dense than 
solid rock, the magma in a 
magma chamber pushes on 
the roof of the chamber.' 

"This is similar to holding 
a football underwater — the 
air in the football is lighter 
than the surrounding water, 
so the water pushes it against 
your hand Overpressure is 
enough to start a super-erup¬ 
tion if tlie magma chamber is 
thick enougli,' Malfait said.

India successfully launches cutting-edge cryogenic rocket 


BANGALORE (AFP) - India 
on Sunday successfully 
launched its first rocket using 
domestically produced booster 
technology after several previ¬ 
ous missions had failed, taking 
another step foiwai'din its am¬ 
bitious space programme. 

Tlie Indian-made cryogem- 
c ally-powered rocket blasted 
off from the southern space¬ 
port of Srihaiikota as sched¬ 
uled, as Delln tries to join an 
elite club of countries winch 
have mastered the complex 
technology 

The 415-toime rocket de¬ 
ployed a two-tonne advanced 
communications satellite some 
17 minutes after blast-of^ said 
Indian Space Research Organ¬ 
isation (ISF..O) chairman I>r K. 
Pv-adhakrishnan 

"I am extremely proud and 
happy to say tliat Team ISR.0 
has done it," P^.adhaknshnan 
aimounced at mission control 
in Andlira Pradesh state, 
sparking a roar of applause 
from colleagues. 

"Team ISRO and the proj¬ 
ect directors all have put their 


he ait and soul in making tins 
proud moment for tlie coun¬ 
try," he said. 

India has for years, been try¬ 
ing to develop its own cryo¬ 
genic rocket engines that are 
designed to put heavier satel¬ 
lites into Ingh orbits, about 
36,000 kilometres (33,000 
miles) from Earth. 

Tlie powerftil bo oster tech¬ 
nology, using super-cooled liq¬ 
uid fuel, IS a much needed tool 
to help India capture a larger 
share of the lucrative global 
mai'ket for launching commer¬ 
cial satellites 

But the technology has 
only been successfully devel¬ 
oped by ahaudftiJ of countnes 
including the United States, 
Russia, France, Japan and 
Clnna as well as the European 
Sp ace Agency. 

India's project has had to 
overcome a stimg of hurdles 
and mishaps, including an 
aborted lauuich in August last 
year several hours before lift¬ 
off after fuel was found to he 
leaking firoin one of the 
rocket's engines. 


The first India-built rocket 
crashed mto the Bay of Bengal 
just minutes after take-off in 
Apnl 3010 after the cryogenic 
engines failed to ignite 

“If we succeed this time, 
India will join a select club of 
space-fading nations with in¬ 
digenous cryogenic engine ca¬ 
pability to launch above 
two-tonne class satellites," 
ISR.0 director Deviprasad 
Karnik told AFP before the 
launch. 

“Tlie twin purpose of this 
launch mi SSI on IS to flight-test 
once again our own icryogemc 
engine and put into the geosta¬ 
tionary orbit a heavy commu¬ 
nication satellite," Kamik 
added. 

Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh congratulated the team 
on Sunday's nussion, which 
cost 3.65 billion mpees ($53 
milhon) -- 3.3 billion mpees 
for tire rocket and 1.45 billion 
mpees for the sateUite. 

“It IS yet anotlier important 
step tliat the country has taken 
in die area of science and tech¬ 
nology, “ Singh sad m a tweet 


frt November India suc¬ 
cessfully lifted into orbit a 
space Ijaft bound for Mars as it 
tries to become tire first Asiai 
nation to reach the Red Planet. 

It has taken ISRO scientists 
yeas to develop cryogenic 
motors after India's attempt to 
import the technology from 
Russia in 1993 failed because 
of opposition from the United 
States. 


The country sees its space 
programne as an aclnevement 
that highlights its emergence 
as a m^or world economy, 
and mm\y citizens take great 
pride m it. 

But the cost of the pro¬ 
gramme has attracted criticism 
as tlie government stmgglesto 
tackle poverty and child nial- 
nuthbon.

He scored twice in the 3-1 
victory which sent holders 
Brazil out of the competition 

In die quarter-finals Eusebio 
was unstoppable, pulling off a 
one-man rescue act after Por¬ 
tugal went 3-D down against 


Noitli Korea after just 30 min¬ 
utes. 

Hie Koreans were blown 
away by a four-goal display 
firoui Eusebio as the Por¬ 
tuguese won 5-3. 

In the senn-final against 
England, Eusebio was effec¬ 
tively mai'ked out o f tlie m atch 
but he did find the net again. 
He scoredhismnth of the tour¬ 
nament in tlie tlnrd-place play¬ 
off win over the Soviet Union. 

He finished Ins d4-cap ca¬ 
reer having accumulated 41 
goals for Portugal He also 
earned European football's 
Golden Boot awai'd twice and 
was Portugal's top scorer 
every season between 19d4 
and 1973. 

He helped Benfica to II 
league championslnps and five 
domestic cups He scored 73 3 
times in 745 professional 
iiiatiches. 

In 1975 he joined the flow 
of players involved in the ill- 
fated North American Soccer 
League, before retiring m 
1979 after winding down his 
career in Mexico and Portugal.

Brazil prepared 'too late' 
for World Cup, blasts 
Blatter 


PARIS (AFP) - Brazil's con¬ 
tinuing struggles to keep their 
World Cup organisation on 
schedule are a consequence 
of starting prepai'ations too 
late, FIFA president Sepp 
Blatter said Sunday. 

"Brazil has come to realise 
that they started too late. 
Tliey are tlie country who are 
the most delayed (in terms of 
World Cup organisation) 
since I have been at FIFA," 
Blatter told Swiss newspaper 
24 Hours 

"Yet they are the only 
country who have had such a 
long time -- seven years -- to 
prepare.' 

Tlie World Cup will be 
staged firom June 13 to July 
13, but the build-up has been 
plagued by constmetion de¬ 
lays, spiralling costs as well 
as avil discontent at the 
money being spent on the 
tournament as well as the 
20 Ld Rid Olympics.

World mourns 'Black Panther' Eusebio

LISBON (AFP) - Eusebio, 
revered as football's “Black 
Paiitlier", died on Sunday, aged 
71, sending fans into mDiiming 
for a man who grew up in 
gnndm g Afn can p 0 veity to b e - 
come one of tlie world's great¬ 
est players 

Eusebio da Silva Ferreira, 
who died of cai’dio-pulmoiiEtfy 
aiTcst early on Sunday inom- 
iiig, reigned over Poituguese 
football to the 19fi Qs, bringing 
glory to both his club Benhca 
and his country 

His death led to an outpour¬ 
ing of tributes with the Por¬ 
tuguese government decreeing 
three days of national moum- 
ing, with flags in Lisbon to fly 
at half mast aliead of his fu¬ 
neral on Monday. 

" Football has lost a legend," 
FIFA president Sepp Blatter 
wi'ote on Twitter. “But Euse¬ 
bio's place among the greats 
will never be taken away" 

English great Bobby Charl¬ 
ton, who helped Manchester 
United to victory over Benhca 
111 the ISdS European Cup 
final, said it had been a privi¬ 
lege to have known Eusebio. 

"He wras one of tire finest 
players I evei' had the png'llege 


to play against," Charlton said at 
Old Tafford on Sunday, where 
around 75,DQ0 fans staged a 
minute's applause ahead of an 
English FC Cup game. 

" Not only tliat, he was a true 
sportsman, as he proved m ap¬ 


plauding (United goalkeeper) 
Alez Stepney for Ins save in 
the European Cup final. 

“His goals record, for Ben- 
fica and overall, is incredible 
and stands the test of tune " 
Tire top Poituguese foot¬ 


baller of all time, Eusebio ri¬ 
valled all-time greats mdudmg 
Pele, Alfredo Di Stefano and 
Charlton. 

“1 was the best player m the 
world, top scorer in tire world 
and Europe. I did everytlnirg. 


except win a Woiid Cup," Euse¬ 
bio said in a interview in 2011, 
recallmg his tears after Portu¬ 
gal's loss in tire 196(3 World Cup 
semi-final to Englaird. 

From hmirble origins in the 
fomrer Portuguese colony of 
Mozambique, Eusebio was to 
emerge as one of the world's 
most feared strikers, combin¬ 
ing pairtlrer-like pace with a fe¬ 
rocious shooting abibty. 

Bom m 194'2, tire poor boy 
fi'om Maputo rose to promi¬ 
nence in Mozambique fo otball 
circles as a teenager through 
Iris performances for Sporting 
Lourenco Marques, a team 
with links to Sporting Lisbon. 

Witlr bis exceptional teidi- 
mque, sti'englb and goal-scoring 
record, it was not long before 
word of Eusebio's prowess soon 
filtered back to Portugal. In De¬ 
cember 1960 he was offered tri¬ 
als witlr Sporting. 

Altlroughkeen, Eusebio was 
not willing to risk leavmg Ins 
beloved mother unless there 
was tire firm promise of a con- 
tiact. Spoiling baulked, creat¬ 
ing an opeinng for Benfica, 
who snapped up the young¬ 
ster's signature.
